THE CANAL PROJECT. a 


°“What Colonel Frobel Has to Say About the Scheme 
; and ite Preapects. : 

The canal project uas beenrevived. Severak 
months ago the cunul was a theme of very 
general discussion, and several companies pro- 
posed to’ build it if thecity would grant cer- 
tain privileges, the principal one of which was 
to give to the company'constructing the canal 
all. the -water works* mactiine ry now 
owned by the city. None of. the 
prepositions were accepted arid’ the scheme 
seemed to bave died a,natu:al death. .1t- has 
been revived by the ‘renewal of one of the 
propositions in the form of a communication 
sent by-Colonel Frobe], -president of the com- 
pany, to the last meeting of the city council. 
In order to ascertain all the facts in counec- 
tion with the proposed canal, @ CONSTITUTION 
reporter sought Colonel Frobel-and asked for 
the details of the project. Colonel FT robel 
said: 

“Some time ago, when the proposition was 
first made, I told you about all that Il know 
about the canal... A year or two ago the 
scheme of bringing. water into Atlanta from 
the river for tires, sewerage and domestic uses 
was discussed in a meeting of the directors of 
the company whichI represent and am con- 
nected with. Some believed that it could be 
done, while others thought that it wus impruc- 
ticable. This question hai to be settled before 
anything could be done, and it was deter- 
mined to make a survey of the whole line, 
and that survey was m: ade with results that 
were satisfaetory to us,’ ae 

“Ts this the project that Mr. 
ganized ?”’ 

“Not to .my- knowledge. ‘Fhe first that I 
knew of any interest taken by him in the 
matter was aspeech reported in the papers as 
having been made by him ‘at .a 
banquet at -the Kimball house. Long 
before that Mayor English had talked 
with me-on the subject. He had‘been to my 
otfice, examined the maps of Major .McCalla 
und had expressed the opinion that a more 
abundant supply of water was one of the 
greatest needs of Atlanta. The difficulty in 
the way of the Chattahoochee proje ct was the 
fact that the feasibility of it had not been de- 
termined by aciu:l survey of the whole:line. 
I asked him if the city would not. make the 
survey. He replied that it would be expens- 
ive and the city’ was not prepared to incur 
that expense just then.” 

What followed?’ 

“It was. however, determimed to undertake 
it as a private énterprise, and Mayor English 
offered to raise and contribute partof the 
money. A number of gentlemen united 
together and jointly contributed the funds 
needed. They believed ‘that’a work of this 
kind was essential tothe prosperity of At- 
lanta, and were willing to give their money 
to determine its. feasibility. Among these 
were Mayor English. and Councilman Lowry 
and many of the larger property holders and 
business men of the city. Their object then 
and now, so farasI understand it, being-to 
give aid toa project which they believe of 
importance toevery interest and to every body 
in Atlanta, and as an evidence of their sin- 
cerity were willing to give their money ata 
time when a great many people believed 
that the physical difficulties in the 
way could never be overcome. 
Their faith, or public spirit, or both, were 
evident'y strong; and as faith is said to re- 
move even mountains, if the city desires that 
this work be done, these are the men of all 
others who should be interested in its execu- 
tion. They were willing to give their own 
money in a matter where they would net 
risk that of tbe city. This makes their pru-
